The flames burn out a bole in 
the snow which holds the lieut and 
aids in melting. A four-inch thick 
wild cherry tree can lie burned off 
in about 15 or 20 minutes. Dyer 
uses the flame gun to hum weeds 


Probably no single issue in American history bas bad more

many references to the policy as being “ globaloney" and “global 
free trade” have got under his skin. 
This is purely a quibble on his part. A protective tariff is 


like a dam ; either it reaches across the river, or it doesn’t; and : 
if it doesn't, it w on't hold back the water. Any tariff rate t o o low 
to keep out com petitive foreign goods at less than American 
costs of producing the equivalent commodities lets the f l o o d 
through; it fails to "protect,” and is, therefore, to all intents and 
purposes, a free-trade program.
